Appointment and duties of the registering officer. 


1. Every hackney-carriage in the Noakhali Municipality shall be annually 
registered by a registering officer to be appointed for the purpose by the Municipal 
Commissioners. The registering officer shall keep a regisier in which he shall enter 
the class and number assigned to every hackney-carriage. 


Qualifications of Drivers. 


2. ee applying for a driver’s license shall be required to satisfy the 
registering officer— 

(a) that he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects a fit 
person for such employment ; . 

(b) that he is well a uainted with the principal streets, offices and places of 
interest in and around Noakhali; 

(c) that he has a thorough knowledge of the list of fares and tables of distances 
prepared by the Commissioners in a meeting; and 


(d) that he knows the rules of the road. 
8. A license shall be issued to each hackney-carriage driver, and there shall 


be attached to each license in such ‘manner as the Municipal Commissioners may 
prescribe-— j 

(a) the thumb mark of the driver, 

(b) a printed list of fares, and a table ‘of distances prepared under the authority 
= the Municipal Commissioners, for which a charge of annas 4 shall be paid by the 

river. 

4, Every driver of a hackney-carriage shall carry with him, and produce, when 
called upon to do so by Municipal Commissioner, or by any police officer, or other 
person so authorised by the Municipal Commissioners, or by his fare, his license, the 
list of fares and the table of distances. 

5. No hackney-carriage driver shall drive with his feet in any other sition 
than on the foot-board, of the yehicle, nor shall he muffle up his face and head in 
such manner as might endanger the proper driving of his vehicle. 

6. No hackney-carriage driver shall be allowed to drive any licensed hackney- 
carriage or carriages other than those specified on his license without the permission 
of the registering officer.

Area of Supply. 


4. The area above referred to within which the supply of energy is authorised 
by ene license (the area of supply under the Act) is the whole of the area bounded as 
lows :— 
North—By the river Gumti. 
East—By part of Embankment Road, part of Rath Road, N. K. Bahadur’s 
Road and Muradpur Road. 
South—By ‘part of Pilgrim’s Road. 
West—By the western boundary of the Assam-Bengal Railway.

Purpose of Supply.

8. No person is allowed to place any obstruction on the river banks so as to 


impede free peewee along them. No person is permitted to place any obstruction in 
the river bed so as to impede navigation or cause any deterioration of the channel. 


9. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in the river. 


10. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
Supervisor and his subordinates shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 


11. . Lf three a after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt measures 
are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel from the line of navi 

tion, the Supervisor and his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the 
removal of the same at the expense of the owner, provided that, when the wreck 
obstructs the fairway, they may take action at once to remove the same. ; 


‘A notice must be affixed on the wreck when recovered, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Supervisor all expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck,

13. Whenever any laden vessel which has been sunk, has been recovered, or when 
a laden vessel has beem seized under the provisions of the Canals Act or of these rules, 
the Supervisor must give immediate notice of the same to the owner or his agent 
calling upon him to remove the cargo without delay and informing him that he will 
be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and. storage of the 
cargo until removed. 

14. Tf the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and the place of business 


or abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel seized under the said Act, he must 
notify the seizure by advertisement in his office and in at least one public newspaper. 
Such notice shall require the owner to cause the immediate removal of the cargo and 
to pay all expenses incurred in providing for its proper custody and storage.
